Workmen Re- drape Rotunda 

Remains of Late Chief to , eel 
Lie in State Today 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7. — Tem- 
porary gates barred the public 
from the Capitol rotunda today, 
while workmen re-draped and set 
in place the catafalque first used 
that martyred Lincoln might lie 
in the majesty of death beneath 
the great dome. 

Beside this same place of honor 
for the great dead, only a few 
short months ago, Warren Hard- 
ing stood to pay homage at the 
bier of America’s Unknown Sol- 
dier, and no sign or portend 
warned that he, too, soon would 
lie there as peacefully under the 
eyes of his sorrowful countrymen 
as did the nameless hero he hon- 
or 


ed. 

Around thé great sweep of the 
rotunda stand the sculptured like- 
nesses of those whom Americans 
honor most highly — Washington, 
Lincoln, Jefferson, Lafayette, 
Grant, Hamilton—the stone f- 
ures stand to keep silent vigil with 
the newcomers, year by year to 
the nation’s ro of honor. To- 
morrow they will watch with War- 
ren Harding.

Tarahumara Tribe is Noted 
, for Endurance

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 
leo could win everything in the 
mature of really long-distance 
Paces—and the Marathon for cer- 
tain—at the next Olympic games, 
if she would send to them a batch 
of her Tarahumara Indian« in- 
stead of the gilded youths, who 
will probably represent the coun- 
try there.” Such was the startiing 
announcement of Dr. Ak, the wen- 
known Alpinist. when interviewed 
recently in Mexico City for the 
purpose of learning his tors on 
the chances of Mexican athletes. 

The doctor has had excellent 
opportunities of studying this 
hardy race of Indians who live 
in the mountains in the State of 
Chihuahua and he considers them, 
both for speed and staying pow- 
er, nature's finest human devciop- 


ment. “The Marathon race.” said 
he, “would be child's play tor 
them. Any of the Tarahumaras 


around about the mining camp of 
Ocampo could doa Marathon 
half a dozen times a day, for the 
tribe's name itse!f—tarahumara — 
im pjies the foot which runs.” 


QUITE FASHION 
The doctor's enthusiasm on “his 
question is not of recent date; for 
some years past he has been ad- 
vocating his proposition, but so 
far there has always teen some 
special reasod to prevent its ful- 
fillment, but he now considers it 
pmactical suggestion, especia'iy 
—as he puts it—it is quite the 
fashion for Americans and Ru-

Any of the tribe can start 
out at daybreak and keep going 
until sunset without showing the 
slightest sign of fatigue. “They 
simply eat up distance.” said he,

Nothing is neglected when it comes to 
getting thrills. There's an airplane racing 
against a train, there is a runaway private 
car on a steep mountain railroad grade, 
and there is even a new and uncanny elec- 
tric light, o: ray, which talks. 

Usually, at about the middle of a picture, 
one begins to wonder just how much longer 
it has to last. And to worry about what's 
going to happen to whom, wherefore and 
why.

It moves entirely too fast for anyone to 
worry about anything, least of all about 
the film. And as it progresses it moves 


faster and faster. 


Most of the thrills come in via trap 


doors, gorillas, phantom lights on the ceil- 
ing, and such. They are entirely too num- 
erous to catalogue and too spine-chilling to 
spoil. And all the fun comes in via Mr. 
Griffith, who is marvelously clever, mar- 
velously absurd and, paradoxically as it 
may seem, marvelously effective. The con- 
fidence which one develops in him actually 
is paramount to that of the little child who 
led the big lions. 

Marie Prevost plays the lead opposite 
Mr. Griffith.

monly manufactured. known as the slow 
burning or noninflammable film. 

Legislation has been proposed debarring 
from interstate commerce the inflammable 
film. This would be disastrous from the 
point of view of the producers. Another 
proposal is that the inflammable film be re- 
stricted to use by licensed persons and by 
exhibiting bouses fully equipped with fire 
proot booths. This win give the theater 
people the type of control which they deem 
necessary for the distribution of entertain 
ment films. An educational films would 
then be produced on the noninflammable 
stock and the use of such stock could be 
freed from the restrictions which now com- 
monly limit the use of films in school. 

“It is the belief of the committee which 
renders this report that some such division

through its report that it will not attempt 
to organize any plan of picture censorship 
und will not directly or indirectly expound 
any plan for the preparation of scenarios. 
or films. 

A visit to forty-two centers where im- 
portant work in visual education is being

It seemed odd to find a man who has en- 
acted the parts of outlaw, sheriff, plains- 
man, and numerous other characterizations 
of the old West, seated behind a desk in his 
modest office in Hollywood dictating a let- 
ter to a modern stenographer.
